1937 as in 1929 and, therefore, the 
country was relatively better off 
in that respect. 

Then, after quoting the new fig- 
ure on national income, he suid the 
figure for 1937 would have been 72 
billion dollars instead of $68,800,- 
000,000 if it had not been for the 
slackening of business toward the 
end of the year. 

Analysis of Relief Bill. 

Mr. Roosevelt then began reading 
slowly to the reporters a two-page 
statement on the relief bill. 

He said it was generally recog- 
nized that economic ahd social wel- 
fare ought to go hand in hand. 

The relief and works bill covered 
both forms of welfare, he said, 
adding that it permitted a great 
program to get under way immedi- 
ately. 

It permitted, he continued, a 
large amount of money to be spent 
for many different forms of as- 
sistance, not only to the unemployed 
and in getting wages out, but also 
to agriculture, industry and to busi- 
ness, 

The program is carried out, the 
President declared, on the principle 
of Federal participation in partner- 
ship with state and local agencies, 
almost wholly a partnership basis.

provements. 

The President added that it had 
been ascertained that on P W A 
projects two and a half workers 
are given employment in mines, 
mills, forests and on transporta- 
tion for every worker on the proj- 
ect site. Another illustration, he 
said, was that 36 cents out of every 
dollar goes to the construction pay- 
roll on the job and 64 cents for 
producing and fabricating mate- 
rials, generally at distant points, 

25,000 Projects. 

Noting that last Thursday was 
P W A’s fifth anniversary, Mr. 
Roosevelt said that the agency had 
added, all over the country, 25,000 
useful projects, thus releasing to 
industry for the purchase of ma- 
terials more than $2,000,000,000. 

He disclosed that he had been 
approving P W A projects for three 
weeks, in every case subject to 
signing of the bill and that on al- 
most every project so approved, 
dirt would begin to fly inside of 
60 days. Projects for a total of 
$350,000,000 have been signed by 
the President. 
Sixty days, the President de- 
clared, would be the earliest, since 
the contracts for work must be ad- 
vertised 30 days and other routine 
must be followed to insure that 
the work will be done properly.

The British Secret Service com- 
municated the information to the 
American Embassy in London, 
which in turn forwarded it to the 
State Department in Washington.

Miss Jordan mean- 
while was convicted in Scotland of 
having violated the British official 
secrets act and was sentenced to 
four years’ imprisonment.

PAY CUTS FOR EMPLOYES 
OF 25 HOTELS AGREED ON 


1500 Workers Affected by Reduc- 
tions Negotiated by Asso- 
ciation and Unions. 


Pay reductions for employes of 25 
hotels represented by the St. Louis 
Hotel Association were agreed on 
yesterday by A. F. of L. union of- 
ficers and the labor relations com- 
mittee of the association. The pay 
cuts affect 1500 of the 4000 ‘hotel 
employes of all classes, and amount 


to a decrease of 2% per cent of the 
total payroll, O. P. Greathouse, 
chairman of the association’s com- 
mittee, said. 

Waitresses’ wages were cut from 
$10.75 a week to $9.50; waiters from 
$12.50 to $11.50; seven of the mis- 
cellaneoys groups, including maids, 
housemen, elevator operators and 
laundry employes, were cut $2.50 
a month. Cooks, bartenders, bell- 
boys, maintenance men and certain 
miscellaneous classifications were 
not reduced. 

The Hotel Association had sought 
pay cuts up to 15 per cent. Nego- 
tiations were carried on under pro- 
visions of a three-year contract, 
which became effective June 1, 1937, 
following the hotel strike. The re- 
adjustment in wage scales is for 
one year. 


FOREST FIRES SWEEP LARGE 
AREA IN WESTERN CANADA 


Flames Follow Long Dry Period; 
Timber Loss Heavy, Village in 
Danger.

Forest fires swept across a 250- 
mile front today in Western Can- 
ada’s bush country.

Saskatchewan points were canceled. 
The fire raged over an area ex- 
tending from the British Columbia 
border to Rochester, 50 miles north 
of Edmonton. Flames were uncon- 
trolled in the Sturgeon Lake area 
250 miles northwest of Edmonton 
and were sweeping along both 
banks of the Smokey River, south- 
east of Grand Prairie.

U. 8. URGED TO FIX RIGHTS 
ON TRANS-OCEANIC AIR TRAVEL 


WASHINGTON, June 22.—J. Mon- 
roe Johnson, Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce, said today the United 
States was determined that its com- 


mercial airlines obtain an “equit- 
able share” of future trans-Atlan- 
tic air travel. 

“To that end,” he said in an ad- 
dress prepared for the American 
Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
“We have rigidly adhered to the 
principle of reciprocity: 

“That American aviation inter- 
ests shall have the right to do in 
Europe whatever Europeans are 
permitted to do in the United 
States; that their respective rights 
and privileges shall be identical.” 

Asserting that 75 per cent of pas- 
sengers on North Atlantic steam- 
ships are Americans and that 87 
per cent of them use foreign ships, 
Johnson declared:

BRETONS GET PRISON TERMS; 
GIVE NAZI SALUTE IN COURT 


Autonomists Refuse to Speak 
French When Tried for De- 
facing Monuments. 

By the Associated Press. 

RENNES, France, June 22.-— 
Seven Breton autonomists who 
greeted the court with Nazi salutes 
when they went on trial for defac- 
ing monuments were sentenced to 
prison terms today. 

One of those convicted was sen- 
tenced to three months in prison. 


Five received sentences of two 
months and the seventh received a 
one-month suspended sentence. 

The defendants, ranging from 19 
to 28 years of age; refused to speak 
French and answered the Judge’s 
questions in Breton. 

They were accused of painting 
swastikas and inscriptions calling 
for an independent Britthny on 
statues and public -buildings 
throughout the province. 

The use of the Nazi salute fol- 
lowed charges often made in the 
Chamber of Deputies that the Bre- 
ton autonomists were encouraged 
and aided financially by a “foreign 

r.“ 

(Britany is the English name 
for the old French duchy of Bre- 
tagne in Northwest France).

CONVICT’S PETITION REJECTED 


CHICAGO, June 22.—The 10-year 
effort of James Michaels, former 
St. Louis Cuckoo gangster, to ob- 
tain release from the Illinois State 
Penitentiary at Menard, met an- 
other setback today when Federal 
Judge Philip L. Sullivan denied his 
petition for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus. Michaels was sentenced in 
1928 to serve from 10 years to 
life for robbery in St. Clair County. 

The Illinois Supreme Court has 
ruled Michaels must serve his sen- 
tence. His counsel said he. would 
take the case to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 


Body of Drowned Man Recovered. 

The body of Alexander Smith, 
who was drowned early Sunday 
when he fell from a skiff in the 
Mississippi River eight miles north 
of St. Charles, was recovered yes- 
terday near Portage, Mo., by depu- 
ty sheriffs. A Coroner’s verdict of 
accidental drowning was returned 
at an inquest. Smith fell out of 
the boat when he insisted on stand- 
ing up while an acquaintance was 
rowing. He formerly lived at 3683 
Laclede avenue, but had been mak- 
ing his home in a houseboat near 
the scene of the. drowning. 
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Those attending included the 
waterworks engineers on daytime 
shifts, and the day-shift engineers 
of city buildings and institutions.

Another Strike Held Up. 

Deferring of the Waterworks 
strike had the effect of holding up 
also a threatened strike of hoist- 
ing engineers, members of the same 
union, 28 of whom are employed on 
street, sewer and park work. They 
are employed on an hourly basis, 
and are demanding a pay increase, 
from $1.50 to $2.an hour. 


The Waterworks engineers, as 
told yesterday, are demanding that 
the city add four more engineers 
to the Waterworks staff of 42, in 
order to permit the engineers to 
have their 20-day vacations, which 
were to begin May 16, but have been 
deferred because the men could 
not be spared. 

At a conference in the Mayor's 
office May 27, at whith Arthur C. 
Meyers, budget director, was pres- 
ent, the union representatives 
agreed to withdraw all other de- 
mands if the city would employ 
the four additional engineers. Di- 
rector Wall and Commissioner 
Dean recommended to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment that 
the four engineers be engaged, and 
cited the fact that the Board of 
Estimate had approved the employ- 
ing of additional engineers to meet 
similar requirements in the Light, 
Heat and Power Division. 

What Led to Impasse. 

The Board of Estimate rejected 
the recommendation, stating that 
the four men’s salaries would add 
$9360 a year to the Water Division 
payroll. Waterworks employes are 
paid from water revenue and not 
from general municipal funds. 

Director Wall proposed that su- 
pervisors, who are union engineers, 
should be assigned to do the work 
of engineers on vacation, but this 
was not acceptable to the union, 
Vacations have been given the wa- 
terworks engineers for several 
years, but in former years the work- 
ing week was 48 hours; it was less- 
ened to 42 last September. Wall 
suggested restoring the 48-hour 
week during the vacation period, 
but this was rejected by the union. 

The normal consumption of wa- 
ter at thie season is 120,000,000 gal. 
lons a day, and the amount in stor-

association, had “sworn that he had 
paid out some association money 
to fight the union.” 

Hall told what happened after 
Ward testified before the La Fol- 
lette Civil Liberties Committee in 
its Harlan inquiry in Washington. 
Hall said: 

“I went to him (Ward) and said, 
‘George, you know how I feel about 
the union. Tm not going to stay 
in the association if it’s going to 
fight something I’ve got.’ Ward 
convinced me that the money 
wasn’t being spent that way, and 
he said Ben Unthank wasn’t work- 
ing for the association any more.” 

Hall, who said he attended asso- 
ciation meetings infrequently, said 
he had been “friendly” to the union 
for many years.” His company 
operates on contract with the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers. f 

Testerday's Testimony. 

Hall and C. R. Burchfield of the 
Black Star Coal Co., another orig -

Although the litigation involved 
only Springfield firemen—the City | 
of Springfield bringing the test case 


by the 1937 Legiglature fixing the 
same scale for downstate police- 
men. 

The iruling was a victory for 
some 25 downstate communities. 
that joined the City of Springfield 
in attacking the bills. Contending 
the legislation had plunged them 
into a financial quandary, they suc- 
ceeded in getting a rehearing of 
the decision last April. 

Originally, most of the cities, 
under leadership ot the Dlinois Mu- 
nicipal League, suported the legis- 
lation. Gov. Horner, however, al- 
though approving the minimum 
wage bills, vetoed a companion 
measure which would have alowed 
the cities to increase their tax rates 
without referendum, 


Corporate Purpose. 

The high court held the indebt- 
edness the Legislature impoved 
upon the cities, without the consent 
of corporate officer or inhabitants 
of the municipalities, was a debt 
for a corporate purpose, and pro- 
hibited by the Constitution. 

“Where a city is performing its 
delegated duties ... and the State 
itself is not involved, the Legisla- 
ture lacks authority to create a debt 
or impose a direct municipal tax 
for a corporate purpose,” the deci- 
sion read. 

“In the present case the record 
fails to disclose that prevailing 
rates of compensation to firemen 
are inadequate to properly man the 
fire department of any city, to 
which the firemen’s minimum wage 
act applies.” 

One of the objects of the consti- 
tutional provision in question, the 
court held, was to prevent financial 
destruction of municipalities by “un- 
restrained imposition of taxes.” 

Definitely Kills Act. 

The court’s ruling today definite- 
ly kills the firemen’s minimum 
wage bill. The firemen won the 
first victory when the Sangamon 
County Cireuit’ Court issued a 
mandamus order directing the city 
to pay the salaries. The city ap- 
pealed but the Supreme Court sus- 
tained the decision last December. 
The high court took the case again 
on a rehearing petition filed by the 
city, automatically deferring appli- 
cation of the legislation to the 
cities. 

Counsel for the firemen had 
averred the law was valid under 
the State’s right to exercise police 
power. 

The act provided a minimum of 
$150 monthly in cities between 10,- 
000 and 25,000 population and $175 
between 25,000 and 150,000. 

Although many cities have post- 
poned making their budget esti- 
mates for the coming fiscal year, 
pending a final decision by the 
court, only a few submitted a high- 
er tax rate proposal to the voters 
at the April primary.

Joseph T. Davis, St. Louis lawyer, 
opening his campaign for the Demo- 
cratic senatorial nomination last 
night on Clayton Courthouse lawn, 
attacked the record of Senator Ben- 
nett C. Clark, and declared him- 
self “a progressive, or New Deal, 
Democrat.” He said that, if elected 
to the Senate, he would follow, in 
committees and caucuseg, the same 
principles. enunciated in his 
speeches. 

He eulogized President Roosevelt, 
and told of “his fight for the peo- 
ple, obstructed by greedy and 
avaricious groups, aided by reac- 
tionary Senators and Representa- 
tives and a reactionary Supreme 
Court,” and of the “overwhelming 
vote of confidence” given in 1936. 


He said Senator Clark, elected in 
1932 on the tide of Roosevelt senti- 
ment, “deserted the President, and 
deserted the people of Missouri.” He 
‘charged that Clark sought to effect 
a coalition between anti-New Deal 
Democrats and Republicans, with a 
view to obtaining the nomination 
for President in 1940, he declared 
the 1938 campaign was a campaign 
to determine “whether the people 
shall be deserted in 1940.”

The argument on which the differential was based 
was that less freight was hauled per mile in the 
South and that the railroads therefore were justified 
in charging a higher rate on Southern lines. As the 
South began to develop industrially and to seek mar- 
kets for its goods in the populous Northeast and the 
upper Middle West, this differential began to op- 
erate as an internal tariff. 

How firmly this discrimination against the South 
had become established in a quarter of a century 
can be judged from a reading of the testimony sub- 
mitted by the Southern Governors’ Freight Rate Con- 
ference to the Interstate Commerce Commission at 
a special hearing in Birmingham last April before 
Commissioner William E. Lee. 

It 18, for example, approximately as far from 
Chattanooga to Albany, N. T., as it is from Mount 
Vernon, III., to Albany. Yet the freight rate on 
stoves from Mount Vernon to Albany is 60 cents per 
100 pounds, while it is 74 cents per 100 pounds from 
Chattanooga to Albany. 

It is approximately as far from South Pittsburg, 
Tenn., to Philadelphia as it is from Elkhart, Ind., 
to Philadelphia. Yet the freight rate on cast iron hol- 
low ware is 52 cents per 100 pounds from Elkhart to 
Philadelphia and 70 cents from the Tennessee point 
to Philadelphia. 

It is about as far from Hartsville, 8. C., to Chicago 
as it is from Fall River, Mass., to Chicago. Yet it 
costs 87 cents a hundred pounds to ship paper cores 
and tubes by rail from the Southern point to Chi- 
cago and only 54 cents to ship the same products 
from the New England point to Chicago. 

Cases such as these could be cited almost without 
limit. Indeed, there are many instances of the effect 
of the differential which appear to be even more 
unjust. A common complaint at the Birmingham 
hearing was that many Southern manufacturers, 
whose shipments cross or travel part way in “offi- 
cial territory,” must pay up to 40 per cent more for 
the transportation service accorded to “official ter- 
ritory” shippers. As it was pointed out, concelv- 
ably the Northern and Southern shipper might re- 
ceive precisely the same service for the same distance, 
on the same train, through “official territory,” and 
yet the Southerner would be heavily penalised for 
being a Southerner. 

Whether or not there was sufficient justification 
in the freight density argument for this discrimina- 
tion against the South a generation ago, jt. does not 
exist today. The state with the heaviest freight 
density—weight of freight hauled per mile of track— 
is now a Southern state, Kentucky, so it was tes- 
tified at Birmingham. Clearly, the whole issue needs 
to be re-examined in the light of modern conditions. 
The next important date in the record is July 12, 
when “official territory” interests will present their

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ANOTHER PLAN FOR SPANISH PEACE, 

The most significant thing about the Non-Interven- 
tion Committee’s new plan to bring about a “truce” 
in Spain is that the French have sealed the Py- 
renees border, over which the Spanish Government 
has been receiving badly needed supplies. This 
action was taken before the committee's agreement 
was announced, It was not accompanied by the 
closing of the Portuguese border, source of supply for 
the rebels, although both are contemplated in the 
agreement.

FE ORTUNE MAGAZINE, which has been 
most accurate in its surveys, has recéntly 
taken a scientific squint at the Roosevelt 
popularity.

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NAZI SPIES IN AMERICA. 

With the indictment of 18 persons by a Federal 
grand jury in New York, official disclosure is made 
of what officials term one of the most extensive spy 
rings ever discovered in this country. The exposure, 
based on prolonged and arduous labors by Federal 
agents, gives an insight into the elaborate espionage 
system of Nazi Germany. The fact that its machina- 
tions are directed against a country so remote from 
the Reich as the United States illustrates the lengths 
to which a militaristic Power will go in making its 
plans for war. 

Only four of the persons indicted for the 24 overt 
acts‘ alleged are In custody in this country, and they 
ars the least important figures in the conspiracy 
outlined to the grand jury. Two others who are 
charged with more prominent roles were unfortu-/ 
nately permitted to escape to Germany. The trail 
of the conspiracy as run down by Federal agents 
leads to high quarters in Berlin, to such figures as 
the head of the German secret service and important 
Air Ministry officers. The spy ring’s efforts to dis- 
cover American military secrets of coast defense, 
navy and aviation apparently were successful only in 
the theft of army pursuit plane plans from the Le- 
versky plant and theft of an army and navy code 
book. 

It would be injudicious to give exaggerated im- 
portance to Nazi spy activities in this country. Nev- 
ertheless, their exposuye is to be welcomed, both as 
safeguarding the national defense and as disclositig 
the methods of the present German regime.

Among his writings were “Tann- 
hauser—a Mystery,” in verse, and 
numerous other poems, many of 
which he collected in a 1933 edi- 
tion, also several brochures and 
“An American Commoner,” the life 
of “Silver Dick” Bland. He was 
a frequent contributor to periodi- 
cals, including William Marion 
Reedy’s “Mirror,” and used several 
pen names. Early in the 90's he 
announced the discovery of “inter- 
nal rhymes” in Homer’s writings.

struction. The grants were for 45 
per cent of the cost and the loans 
for 55 per cent. The difference 
between the total of loans and 
grants and total of construction 
cost, Gray said, would be made up 
by the applicants. 

Six grants fell in the $1, 
class, but the vast majority — 
from a few thousand dollars to as 
much as $500,000. 

The Works Progress Administra- 
tion, which received $1,425,000,000 
in the spending-lending bill, also 
prepared to put new funds into op- 
eration, but on a more limited scale, 

Work relief rolls, which have 
been increasing at the rate of about 
30,000 u week, are near the 
2,800,000 average which Administra- 
tor Harry Hopkins said he expect- 
ed to carry with a possible maxi- 
mum ot 3,000,000. The new funds 
are supposed to last until next 
March 1. , 

The $25,000,000 inserted in the 
WPA appropriation for direct re- 
lief, will be subject to presidential 
order and probably will be held for 
emergencies. 

The National Youth Administra- 
tion, an offshoot of W P A, re 
ceived $75,000,000 to operate until 
June 30, 1939. It helps students 
through school with part-time proj- 
ects and sets up special projects 
for those of school age who are 
unable to attend regular classes. 

The Farm Security administra- 
tion, was given $175,000,000 to re- 
habilitate distressed farmers. About 
$25,000,000 of the rural relief ap- 
propriation will be used for an edu- 
cational program designed to make 
better farmers and homemakers of 
destitute farmers and their wives. 

This will be coupled with the dis- 
bursement of $120,000,000 in rehabil- 
itation loans and $30,000,000 in di- 
rect relief grants to between 750,- 
000 and 1,000,900 families. 

The loans and grants will be 
made only on the basis of farm and 
home management plans worked 
out by supervisors. These projects, 
officials explained, are designed to 
offer farmers and their families 
technical training in farming and 
homemaking. 

A typical plan calis for the pro- 
jection: of sufficient vegetables and 
livestock to meet the family’s sub- 
sistence needs; carning of fruits 
and vegetables for winter use, and 
diversified farming to bring in the 
maximum amount of cash income.

Students enrolled in the Student 
Army Training Corps during the 
World War who received honorable 
discharges are entitled to the State 
bonus for Missourians who served 
in the military or naval forces dur-

to health that some people think 
it is, Growth, nutrition, the ner. 
vous system and circulation are all 
improved by the sun’s rays, 


Part of the benefits of sun bath 


ing is that it is necessarily accom 
panied by air bathing. The skin 
does a very important job in rid. 
ding the body of poisons and in 
aiding respiration. It can perform 
these functions much better when 
directly exposed to the air. 

And our skin is not often direct. 
ly exposed to the air, although in 
these days much more so than in 
the days of our grandfathers. On 
any American bathing bedth to. 
day exposure of most of the body, 
both for men and women, is per. 
missible, and thanks be that such 
is the case. It is a healthy sign 
not only for our bodies, but our 
minds. The skin needs to breathe, 
to steam out, unhampered by 
clothes, tight socks, corsets or 
shoes. 


BUT—and it is a very important 
but—the benefits of sun and air 
bathing cannot all be obtained in 
one day, and especially in one 
hour. Going down to the seashore 
for a day and spending the entire 
time exposed to the sun is not 
calculated to improve your health, 
but the contrary. 

So take it easy. Leave some- 
thing for the next time, even if 
that is a week off. Get up a little 
earlier in the morning before go- 
ing to work and get out in the 
yard or on the porch or on the roof 
and take a few minutes’ exposure 
there. Same in the evening. You 
do not have to be on a beach. And 
the early morning and late eve- 
ning hours are best to give you a 
mild but sufficient suntan. And 
the next week when you get the 
day off to go to the beach, you can 
afford to get a real deep tan, with- 
out danger of a burn. 

Most authorities advise against 
exposure to the sun between 10 
a. m. and 1l-a, m., unless you al 
ready have a good tan. 

Light complexioned people, those 
with, dry, thin skin, and naturally 
those with wrinkled and older skin, 


should be particularly careful not 4 


to overdo at first.
